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| Ingratitude Of Former Friends 
Bitter Khrushchev Living In Sulking Retirement

MOSCOW 
(UPI) — Three 
months 
after 
his 
fall 
from 
power, Nikita S. Khrushchev is 
living 
in 
sulking 
retirement, 
bitter at the ingratitude of his 
former friends and comrades, 
but not without creature com­ 
forts. 
' This can be reported confi­ 
dently today on the basis of in­ 
vestigations this correspondent 
has conducted during the past 
several 
weeks, 
and 
checked 
tvith authoritative sources who 
have 
proved 
accurately 
in­ 
formed in the past. 
The former premier, still vig­ 


orous and dynamic at 70 after 
his official retirement last Oct. 
15, has declined a spacious and 
comfortable apartment the gov­ 
ernment holds in reserve for 
him 
in 
the 
exclusive 
Lenin 
Hills area of Moscow. 
Instead, he apparently has 
chosen to spend his declining 
years at the equally comforta­ 
ble and exclusive country re­ 
treat of Usovo, a government 
dacha set in a pine forest on 
the Moscow River. 
It is the same villa where 
Khrushchev, at the height of 
his 
power, 
once 
entertained 
former 
U.S. 
Vice 
President 


Richard Nixon, and the family who 
of U.S. Ambassador Llewellyn 
Thompson. 
Neither Khrushchev nor his 
friends or family is in any phy­ 
sical danger whatsoever or suf­ 
fering from the slightest priva­ 
tions they might have endured 
in the Stalin era when to be 
purged was to be cruelly pun­ 
ished—or killed. 
Khrushchev 
has, 
neverthe­ 
less, at least temporarily be­ 
come an “ unperson” and his 
historic reputation may be tar 
nished. 
He has suffered the profound 
humiliation that only a man 


has reached the apex of 
power can appreciate. He has 
been condemned to political in­ 
activity and silence. 
However, if the gregarious 
Nikita Sergeyvitch has not been 
prominent in public since his 
official fall last October, it has 
been by his own choice. 
Refuses Visitors 
He has refused to receive 
foreign Communist delegations 
which rushed to Moscow in late 
October 
seeking 
explanations 
for his disgrace. 
And he has turned a deaf ear 
to all requests for interviews, 
statements and visits by any 


one but his closest friends and 
relatives. 
It can be reliably reported 
that 
Khrushchev 
has 
been 
granted the maximum special 
pension now permissible for dis­ 
tinguished Soviet citizens of 300 
rubles ($330) a month. 
The normal ceiling on pen­ 
sions to ordinary citizens is 120 
rulbes ($132) which is what his 
wife, Nina Petrovna, receives. 
The’ average S o v i e t wage 
amounts to approximately 80 
rubles ($88) monthly. 
The total Khrushchev family 
allowance of $462 per month 
would 
not 
ordinarily 
enable 


them to live in the style to 
which they had been accus­ 
tomed for many years. The 
Khrushchevs are reported to 
have no savings and few per­ 
sonal possessions. 
Enjoy Privileges 
Khrushchev 
once 
observed 
that “ all I, the prime minister 
of the great Soviet Union, per­ 
sonally own, are the clothes on 
my back.” 
But he and his family enjoy 
prerogatives and privileges that 
only a handful of persons in 
this country possess. 
They have the rent-free use 
for life of the elaborately fur 


nished Usovo villa, which is 
serviced by five state-paid em­ 
ployes. 
A chauffeured “ Chaika” lim­ 
ousine is at their disposal. 
And the apartment on Lenin 
Hills is being held for them in­ 
definitely should they tire of 
country life and choose to re­ 
turn to the capital. 
Khrushchev, an expert marks­ 
man, is reported to be spending 
considerable time at his favor 
ite pastime — hunting moose, 
deer and hare in the woods ad­ 
joining the dacha.

The federal aid has been al­ 
located to help build up to a 
minimum standard many librar­ 
ies throughout Bucks. The li­
